There was a good deal of excitement in 
the House of Commons on Monday, 
growing out of the assassinations in Ire­ 
land. Mr. Gladstone, who is so closely 
identified with the government policy in 
Ireland, was much embarrassed, and be 
said he would ask leave of the House on 
Thursday next to int reduce a measure for 
the repression of crime in Ireland. While 
he is about it, wouldn’t it be well to in­ 
troduce a measure for tho repression of 
oppression iii Ireland?

SIGNED BT THE PRESIDENT. 


W ash ing to n, May 8.—Tile decision in 
tile Supreme court to-day, affirming the 
jurisdiction aud sentence of the court 
martial in the Mason case, will probably 
postpone fuitber efforts in his behalf, aud, 
after Guiteau is disposed of, the execu­ 
tive clemency, which is the only alterna­ 
tive for relief, may be then successfully 
sought.

The Attempted Assassination of Presi­ 
dent Jackson. 
Thomas H. Benton, iii his excellent 
book, “ Thirty Years in tho United 
States^Seuate.'Vgives a detailed account 
of an attempt to assassinate Gen. Jack­ 
son, which was made in the year 1835 : 
On Friday, the 30th of January, tho 
President, with some of his Cabinet, at­ 
tended the funeral ceremonies of Warren 
R. Davis, Esq., iii the Hall of the House 
of Representatives, of which boily Mr. 
Davis had been a member from the State 
of South Carolina. 
The procession had 
moved out with the body, and its front 
had reached the foot of tile broad steps 
of the eastern portico, when tho Presi­ 
dent, with Mr. Woodbury, Secretary of 
the Treasury, and Mr. Mullion Dicker­ 
son, Secretary of the Navy, were issuing 
from tho door of tho great rotunda, 
which opens upon the i>ortico. 
At that 
instant a person stopped from the crowd 
into the little ojien space in front of the 
President, leveled a pistol at him at a 
distance of about eight feet, and at­ 
tempted to fire. 
It was a percussion 
lock, aud tile cap exploded w ithout fir­ 
ing the powder in the barrel. 
The ex­ 
plosion of the cap was so loud that 
many J persons thought the pistol had 
fired. I heard it at the foot of the steps, 
far irom the place, and a great crow d l>e- 
tweeu. 
Instantly the person drujq>ed 
the pistol which had missed fire; took 
another which he had ready cocked in 
the left hand, concealed by a cloak- 
leveled it, {Kid pulled the trigger. It was 
also a |»ercussioii lock, and tho cap ex­ 
ploded without firing the powder iii the 
barrel. 
The President instantly rushed 
upon him with his uplifted cane; the 
man shrunk back ; Mr. Woodbury aimed 
a blow at him ; Lieut. Gedney, of the 
navy, knocked him down ; lie was se­ 
cured by the bystanders, w ho delivered 
him to the officers of justice for judicial 
examination. 
The examination took 
place before the Chief Justice of tho 
district, Mr. Crunch, by whom he was 
committed iu default of bail. His name 
was ascertained to be Richard Lawrence, 
an Englishman by birth, and house 
painter by trade, at present out of em­ 
ployment, melancholy 
aud irascible. 
The pistols w ere examined, and found to 
be well loaded; and fired afterward 
without fail, carrying their bullets true, 
and driving them through inch boards at 
thirty feet distance; nor could any 
reason be found for the two failures ut 
the door of the rotunda. 
On his exami­ 
nation the prisoner seemed to be at his 
ease, as if unconscious of having done 
anything wrong—refusing 
to 
cross­ 
examine the witnesses who testified 
against him, or to give any explanation 
of his conduct. The idea of an unsound 
mind strongly impressing itself upon tile 
public opinion, the Marshal of the Dis­ 
trict invited two of the most respect­ 
able physicians of the city (Dr. Caussin 
and Dr. Thos. Sewell) to visit him and 
examine into his mental condition. 
Lawrence was declared insane, and 
never brought to trial.

Easter Pilgrims at the Jordan. 
The earliest scene of tile immersion 
in the Jordan. That rushing m er, 
tho ime river of Palestine, found at last 
its fit i>ui*i>ose. 
Although no details axe 
given of the external parts of the cere­ 
mony, a lively notion may lie formed of 
the transaction 1*3’ the scene which now 
takes place at the bathing of tho pil­ 
grims at Easter. 
Their approach to tile 
spot is by niglit. 
Above is the bright 
Paschal moon, lief ore them moves a 
bright dare of torches, on eacli side huge 
watehtires break tile darkness of the 
night and act as I paeons for the success­ 
ive descents of tile road. The sun 
breaks over the eastern hills as the head 
of tile cavalcade reaches the banks of the 
Jordan. The sacred river rushes through 
its thicket of tamarisk, poplar, willow

Upon one occasion when a very flow- 
ery pulpit orator was called upon to 
make toe final address at the burial ser­ 
vices of a lady who was highly esteem­ 
ed, he had foigotton his notes, in which 
he had prepared a peroration somewhat 
after the style of Bomund Burke when 
lie was describing Marie Antoinette. 
Fixing his eyes on the bereaved partner 
pf the deceased, who was baned in 
grief, the funeral orator began:

own Nile; crashing through the thick 
boughs of the jungles which on the east­ 
ern bank of the stream intercept their 
progress, and recrossing the river high­ 
er up where they can w ade, assisted 113- 
long poles which they have cut from the 
opposite thickets. 
It is remarkable, 
considering the mixed assemblage of 
men aud women in such a scene, that 
there is so little appearance of levity or 
indecorum. A primitive domestic cLar- 
acter pervade in a singular form the 
whole transaction. The families who 
have come on their single mule or camel 
now bathe together with the utmost 
gravity, the father receiving from tile 
mother the infant, which has been 
brought to receive the one immersion 
which will suffice for the rest of its life, 
and thus, bv a curious economy of re­ 
sources, save it from the excuse and 
danger of a future pilgrimage in after 
yearn. In about two hours the shores 
u a cleared; with the same quiet the; 
remount their camels and horses, am 
the noon day heat has set in, are 
encamped on the ujqier plain of 
lo. Once more they may lie seen 
At the dead of night; the drum again 
waken them for their homeward march. 
The torches again go on before; behind 
follows the vast multitude, mounted, 
passing in profound silence over that 
Alant plain; so silent that, but for the 
tinkling of the drum, its departure would 
hardly'he perceptible.—St a ti try's Chris­ 
tian Institutions.

DRIED MONARCHS.

The public iuterest in ancient E 
has been greatly stimulated by 
famous discovery of royal mummies 
made at Thebes last summer. 
The ad­ 
dition to the Boolak Museum of nearly 
forty coffins, together with fragments 
of coffins and innumerable other objects, I own resting-place; but perhaps, also, on 


so fine as to compare favorably with the 
finest now made iii Ulster. 
'J he interest of every visitor to Boolak 
reaches its highest point as the coffin of 
Rameses ll. is reached. 
Yet here, I 
confess, I was disappointed. 
It was 
evident at the first glance that the outer 
collin, at least, was not made at the 
same date with ail those well-known 
statues of the great king which abound 
in Egypt. The face is prominent, in­ 
deed, upon the coffin. The hands are 
in high relief, grasping the Osirian 
scourge and crook; out the face is not 
from the studio of the artists who carved 
the walls of Abydus, and designed the 
sitting figures of Aboo-Simbel. 
On the 
breast is a legend which includes two 
royal cartouches or ovals, with an in­ 
scription in that hieratic or cursive 
hieroglyphic writing which is so difficult 
to read. 
The names in the ovals are 
easily re:id, however—“ Itamessesmer- 
Amen,” in one; “ Kaeuser-Ma-Sctep- 
cn-Ra” in the other; but they present, 
nevertheless, several features which 
make them more like the writing of tho 
time of llameses XII. than of Rameses 
ll. Inscriptions were found on some 
of the other mummies, all pointing to a 
period when the authorities of the day 
—a day long subsequent to that which 
hadshonc upon the Amenhotcps and 
the llameses—gathered their bodies out 
of their tombs and removed them into a 
more secret excavation, perhaps with 
the idea of hallowing it, perhaps in or­ 
der to enhance the sacredness of their

would in any case have been a remarka­ 
ble event. But when it is added that no 
fewer than ten of these coffins contain 
these the bodies of Kings, and that among 
are comprised some of tho greatest 
monarchs who ever filled the throne of 
Pharaoh, we can understand that peo­ 
ple who care little to thread the intrica­ 
cies of Egyptian chronology may for 
once lie excited by that curiosity which 
J royalty always arouses—even royalty 
dead and buried for thirty centuries. 
The building in which the finest Egyp­ 
tian collection extant is housed can not 
be considered worthy of its contents. 
Though considerably improved from 
what it was before Sir Rivers Wilson’s 
tenure of office, it is still far from safe, 
and during the last inundation was in 
the utmost danger, owing to the failure 
of an embankment higher up the river. 
The care these old Kings bestowed 
upon what they called their “everlast­ 
ing habitations,” has availed only to 
preserve their bodies as a show for the 
stranger of 3,000 years later. Little 
will the modern investigator reverence 
the dead. To him each coffin with its 
contents is merely an archaeological 
monument, worthless except as possibly 
throwing light on some historical ques­ 
tion. When all the wrappings are re­ 
moved, Thothmes will be as Rameses— 
a brown,bituminous mummy, indistin- 
£ fishable from any of the countless simi- 
r mummies abounding in European 
museums, or strewing with fragments 
the hillsides of Sakkara. Perhaps M. 
Maspero and his coadjutors, or the 
Sresent ruler of Egypt, may think it but 
ne to departed greatness to make a 
sepulcher where at least the corpses 
may be decently deposited. The groat 
interest and importance of this 4iscov 
cry are, I confess, overshadowed in my 
mind by a feeling of regret that remains 
which thirty centuries and more have 
res 


account of some threatening of invasion 
or some impending revolution of a do­ 
mestic kina. 
Such a revolution did 
actually take place when Hcr-Hor, or 
Peh-Hor, the priest of Amen-Ra, as­ 
cended tho throne and founded the 
twenty-first dynasty; and we find, ac­ 
cordingly, the name of this same high 
priest among the names inscribed on 
the mammies. 
Nor is this all, for 
among the other interments in the grotto 
of the Lady An, almost all are those of 
the family of the usurper. 
We now cross the room and find be­ 
hind another barricade a very different 
class of coffins. These contain the re­ 
mains of the descendants of Her-IIor, 
and among those in particular of Net- 
zem-Maut, his wife, and of Pe-Netzem, 
his successor. Evidently this was tho 
family burial place. Here is the hea­ 
then funeral pall, embroidered with the 
bearings of Pe-Netzem. Here are hun­ 
dreds of the little blue images which 
abound in every Egyptian grave. Here 
are great w igs of ceremony, jars for 
hearts, baskets of dried fruits, alabaster 
lioxes of very precious ointment, and, in 
short, all the appointments of a first- 
class funeral as it was celebrated in the 
declining years of the Theban mon­ 
archy. There are a few objects, too, of 
a more personal and pathetic interest. 
The young I’rincess, Isemkheh, at once 
the niece and the wife of King Ra-men- 
Kheper, is accompanied in the tomb by 
the mummy of her pet gazelle. Near 
her is the body of Queen Ka-ma-Ka, her 
mother-in-law, who died in giving birth 
to the Princess Mautemhat. A long 
string of titles reads like a solemn mock­ 
ery on the little mummy, scarce fifteen 
inches long, nestling in the flower-lined 
coffin beside her mother. One other 
royal or semi-royal personage must be

at the next high Nile. 
To any one with a knowledge, how­ 
ever slight, of the history of Egypt, the 
mere names of the icings whose mum 
mies have been brought into the garish 
light of this nineteenth century are full 
of associations of the highest interest. 
The series commences with a gigantic 
coffin, painted white, and bearing a long 
inscription in black on the breast. 
It 
contains the body of the patriarch of 
the Egyptian Royalty of what Marlette 
distinguished as the “ New Empire.” 
Many remember the name of Tiaaken 
Raskenen, about whom such a tantaliz­ 
ing little fragment has been published. 
He preceded Aahmes, the first King of 
the famous eighteenth dynasty, and the 
fragment which is in the British Museum 
tells us of the beginnig of his contest 
with a northern King, Apapi, who dwelt 
in the City of Haver, and is generally 
recognized as one of the Ilyksos or 
Shepherds, about whom so much has 
been written, but about whom so little 
is known. 
Raskenen was the father, it 
is now all but certain, of the Queen 
Aah-liotep, whose jewels were exhibited 
in Paris in 1868. Her husband appears 
to have been Kames Uaz-Khaper-Ra, 
a successful General, sometimes spoken 
of as himself, perhaps in her right, a 
King, and she was the mother of Aah* 
Hies, the founder of the eighteenth 
dynasty. The inscription on the coffin of 
Raskenen contains no historical record, 
except his name and a prayer to the gods 
of the dead on his behalf. 
Beside him 
lies his grandson, Aahmes—the coffin 
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of photographs. In it will

of whose mother, Aah-hotep, was al­ 
ready in the Museum; the lid removed, 
and the royal mummy swathed in 
wreaths of what 3,000 years ago were 
fresh loftus-flowcrs. 
They arc faded 
and dry now, and so fragile that a touch 
destroys them. 
Next to King Aahmes is his wife, in a 
crimson coffin, her body wrapped in 
ive clothes of pink cambric, with 
>ands of white, so fresh, so delicate in 
color, that no effort of mine suffices to 
realize the fact that Nefertary must have 
died long before Moses was born. Close 
to her and her royal husband is their 
son, Amenhotep I., his face covered 
with a brilliantly painted mask, and his 
body, like that of his father, wreathed 
with flowers and leaves. On his breast 
his name is written with a singular vari­ 
ation, referring apparently to his love 
for his country, “ Amenhotep united 
with Egypty.” * It recalls Napoleon’s 
reference in his will to “the people 
whom be had loved so well,” but had, 
we must hope, some better foundation 
in fact. Attracted perhaps by the flow­ 
ers a wasp entered the royal coffin at 
the last moment before it was closed 
and was found among the wreaths. By 
the side of the great Amenhotep rests 
the body of his young brother, Se-Amen, 
and near him a coffin inscribed with the 
retained upon the strength of the estab-

lishmcut in consideration of her long

ily, a brother, possibly, or 
cousin of Ka-ma-Ka, who is known to 
have brought a strain of the blue blood 
of Rameses into the veins of the priestly 
dynasty. The Prince enjoyed, appa­ 
rently, the favor of the usurpers, who 
put him into one of the priests’ offices 
and assigned him a burial place among 
themselves. 
M. Maspero and Herr Brugsch are 
a1 K>ut to publish a complete aocount of 
everything, in French, accompanied 
with a senes 
be found, among 
the height—or rather length—of every 
mummy. 
R&skenen, it seems, was 
among Egyptian Kings like Saul in 
Israel. 
He measured six feet one inch, 
and very few of his descendants took 
after him in this particnlar. Aahmes, 
for instance, his grandson, measured 
only five feet six inches, and the great 
Thothmes III. five feet seven inches. 
Thothmes II. approached the stature of 
his ancestor, but Sety I. was not more 
than five feet nine inches. It is satis­ 
factory to learn that Rameses II. was 
taller than his father, and not like 
Thothmes III. Tho historical results of 
this discovery are hardly equal to the 
archaeological. We have learned much, 
no doubt, as to the styles of art of dif­ 
ferent periods. 
We nave also learned 
something as to the hieroglyphics and 
the language. We arc able to make a 
connected pedigree of the 
“ priest* 
kings” who succeeded Her-IIor. But 
as to the revolution which placed that 
monarch on the throne, as to the truth 
or falsehood of the assertion that he 
came from the Delta, as to whether or 
not the Assyrian invasion which Dr. 
Brugsch places about the time of Pe* 
Xetzgm, ever occurred at all—the dis­ 
covery teaches us nothing.—AT. Y. Star.
